This could not be confirmed, but 
it seemed likely that Salan,, who 
has been living in apparent im-

a year, had been turned in by a 
disgruntled follower. 


Salan was1 apparently! taken I'o 


Reghaia, a French military air- 
base outside Algiers where he ci- 
ther admitted his identity or his 
captors made sure of it. 


If it was true that authorities 


were not able at first to identify 
him, 
the case had a striking simi- 


larity lo the capture of ex-Gen. 
•'Jouhaud. It was several hours aft- 
er Jouhaud's arrest before his 
identity was established,

Lawmakers Say 
Race Hinges on 
Personalities

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Leading 


legislators believe this year's gov- 
ernor's race will hinge more on 
personalities than programs. 


But those who do see issues al- 


ready think highways, industriali- 
zation and education will be the 
main talking points this summer. 


Lawmakers were reluctant to 


discuss1 t'h'o issues since none of 
the announced or potential candi- 
dates has even hinted ylct' at a 
platform. Also, two of the strong- 
er potential candidate^—Gov, 'Or- 
val E. Faubus and former Gov. 
Sid McMath—still have not com- 
mitted themselves to the race. 


House Speaker John P. Bethell 


of Prairie County and Rep. Paul 
Van Dnl'som of Perry County pre- 
dicted confidently the main race 
will be between Faubus and Mc- 
Math.

the lowest level, we will be on 
what is technically known as the 
basement floor. Here we will see 
a sign which says "subway to the 
fourth floor.,"

This doesn't mean the subway 


runs to the fourth floor. It means 
the elevators run from the subway 
to the fourth floor. 


The subway runs to the Capitol 


propev,, wh'efe1 th«j floors' are; let- 
tered, "B," F," "P" and ".G." If 
we ask the elevator operator for 
the ground floor, he will let us 
off at "F," not "G." 


"F" stands for "first," but is1 


usually called the street floor. 
There is no 'S" floor except in 
the old Senate Office Building; 
But there "S" stands for "sub- 
way," not "street." Elsewhere; 
the subway is lettered "B," which 
stands for 'basement/' 


The level on which the House 


and Senate chambers are located 
is called the "floor." It, however; 
is not lettered "F;" It js> lettered 
'P," which stands, for .principal." 
In the Capitol itself, "G" stands 


for gallery," but in the new Sen- 
ate Office Building, "G" stands 
for "ground," However, the "G" 
floor is at ground level only at 
one end. At'the other end, the 
ground, or street, level is the first 
"loor.
